Addressed to Foreign Office telerram No.245 of 9th July, 
repeated to UXDEL New York, Cairo and Haifa, 
Doctor Bernard Joseph informed me this morning that 


he hoped the five British subjects would be handed over to 
“regular forces of Government of Israel" very shortly. 


2. He assured me that in that event accusations 
against them would be fairly investigated and, if prime 
facie substantiated, any trial would be conducted in 
accordance with recognised international usage. In order 
that negotistions for this should not be prejudiced, he 
asked me to treat the matter as confidential for the moment. 


3. Since it is obviously preferable that the men should 
be in the hands of "Government of Israel" I did not raise any 
of the possible legal objections to the procedure advocated.
